most impres?ive wrecks of speculation 
is found in Jim Kccno, who is now one 
of thn poor devils of Wall street.

Uncle Ktit'iis, however, got 
loll, while Jim piled up his profits tu a 
degree that made Wall street stare. 


That year was his palmy timp. HP 


then had a villa at Newport worth 
!?200,OOU, and also a fine house in town, 
niul he kept a racing stable in Kngland 
in addition to his splendid stud of 
horses 
at 
home. 
"1'oxhall" 
and 


"Spendthrift" gave him prominence in 
British sporting circles, aud bore oil 
.some 
of 
tho best pri/os, though 


nt 
a 
heavy 
expense.

reached. 
This 
led 
him 


to still greater ventures. Ha thought 
he could crush Jay Gould aud become 
sole king of Wall street. 
He extended 


his operations aud went into fancy 
blocks with an eagerness which sur- 
prised all his associates. The conse- 
quence was he was loaded in every 
direction when the shrinkage came, 
and his wealth 
disappeared with a 


rapidity that Las rarely been, equaled. 
When, however, a man is loaded with 
Denver & Rio Grande at 
par and 


unloads at eight, it does not take long 
to clean him out. How strange it now 
seems that this worthless bubble was 
one of his heaviest denh and that he 
»>tuck to it with a reckless determina- 
tion. Last Juno he failed, and since 
then he has been struggling to keep 
merely a home, but his share in an apart- 
ment huiiso has just been sold, and the 
man who so recently was reckoned at 
ten million dollar* "is now almost au 
object of clinritv. 
Such is life in \Vall 


street. 


There was a timi? when lie was 


pointed out in Wall street with the e.x- 
clamatian: 
"There goes Jiui Iveeue 


with a million in each pocket." Now, 
liovtevcr, the word is: "There goes 
Jim Keeno—all blown in."

lapsc, but his face bears tho mark ot 
disappointment. 
He, was thin before 


his troubles begun, and this makes his

Hi.s moustache and stubby 


benril have lost that expression of 
power they once seemed to have, and 
his lieiy temperament is abated. There 
was a time when he was rendy for a 
quarrel at a moment's notice, and when 
he damned the market or the brokers 
in tho liveliest possible manner; but 
w hen a man's pockets are empty he is 
generally Ics.s boisterous. His ilrv is 
now over, and he may lake his place 
among the hungry crowd of curbstone 
brokers and gutter-snipes.

WASHINGTON, U. C., April 2.—After 


the adjournment of the Senate yesterday 
afternoon, members

lingered In the chamber but a short time.

buildln". To Insure still greater privacy, 
the conductor of the elevator \va3 direct- 
ed not to run his car to the lower floor, 
where the Judiciary room Is situated, or, 
if he did so, not to allow any one except- 
ing United States Senators to leave 4he 
car on that lauding. 


It was in this manner that tho subject 


of confirmations was again discussed, 
with a view of securing sonic clctluitc 
plan of action to be followed upon the 
nominations now pending and those ex- 
pected In the near future. 


The views expressed did not differ ma- 


terially Irom those of lorrner conferences. 
A majority of those who wore presunt 
appear to be quite well satistled with tho 
nomination*, mado thus far, and do not 
Intimate any desire to autagoul/.e the In- 
centive In what they term his "good 
work." The point has been made that 
should the Senate reject tho nomiuations 
now |icndIng, tho country would be sure 
lo uphold the president and take the 
grounds that "he was doing well enough 
until the Senate declared war upon him."
